The Oration by Dr. Brisbane, on the Honora- 
ble Thomas Morris, was delivéred last Sunday 
evening in the Unitarian Church.

The Bible was their only reading 
book at school. Their library consisted of 3 Bi- 
bles, 3or 4 Testaments,and hymn books,as many 
Spelling books, a Dictionary, Dilworth’s Schoo} 
Master 3 Assistant, a work called the Young 
Man’s Companion, embracing an Arithmetic 
and Outline of Astronomy, Scott’s Lessons on 


Elocution, parts of Bunyan’s and Baxter’s wri- 


tings, and twelve or fifteen volumes of Sermons 
‘and Divinity. These, with what books could 
be borrowed in the neighborhood, formed the 
basis of Mr. Morris’ education.” 

Those who have heard Mr. Morris speak will

At the age of fourteen he made a full hand 
in the harvest field. . At sixteen, he shouldered 
his rifle against the Indians on the frontiers of 
Virginia and Pennsylvania, At seventeen he 
served in Captain Lewis Morgan’s Company of 
Ward Rangers, stationed in the wilderness, in 
what is now theeastern part of Ohio.

‘before Ghio became a State. He was at that 
time aclerk in the store of John Smith, after-

In view of all this, the Legislatures.of Mas- 
sachusetts and Connecticut have acted wisely 
in prohibiting, under severe penalties, their 


citizens or officers of the law, toaid inany way, 


in the seizute or recapture of a person claimed 
asaslave. Their officers are elected toexecute 
justice—not to further the purposes of oppres- 
sion. And such ought to be the law in this 
State, It would then leave the master, just 
where the constitution leaves him—to assert 
his own claims by his own power: and it would 
prevent our constables from disgracing them- 
‘selves, incapacitating themselves for their ap- 
‘opriate duties, and offending the communi- 
ty, by their voluntcer slave-hunting.

I have been in the habit of taking 
newspapers, more or less, the greater part of my 
life. Inever did cheat an editor out of a cent 
in my life, nor do lintend to cheat you. I nev- 
er had one before to be bullyragging, dictating 
and exposing me before. You may have your 
choice, to stop my paper, at this time, or let me 
have it for one dollar a year, for I do mean to 
pay you as soon as I can.

who gave us the narrative of his adventures, 
traveled from the coast to the capital of Texas 
in a private conveyance, traveling facilities 
not being very numerous. He had formed in 
his mind certain images of what his reception 
would be at the court of Texas, charged as 
he was with a pett diplomatic errand, which, 
however, warranted him to believe that his re- 
ception would not. be altogether “bare and beg- 
Texas was then younger by several 
years than at present: her gigantic resources 
were undeveloped; the fame of her sons had 
not filled every ear, and the United States had 
not courted her very valuable alliance, as they 
have done now, to their shame be it said. 

Mr. L—— had no particular difficulty in ar- 
riving in the vicinity of the capital of Texas.

We quote this clause of the federal constitu-| 
tion, and these extracts from the decision of the} 
U. S. Supreme Court in the Prigg case; to show, 
that neither the citizen, the lawyer, the magis-} 
trate, the constable, nor the Legislature,is under 
any obligation, or invested with any warrant,by 
law or constitution} to act in aid of claims 


from passing laws to interfere with the consti- 
tutional claim to a person owning service or la- 
bor in any of the States—and this negative du- 
ty is all. No positive duty is enjoined upon 
them—no authority vested in them to go one 
step further. If they establish by law, courts 
for trying the claim of the slavcholder, they 
transcend their constitutional power, and di- 


which expressly declares, that “the~ power to 
legislate (on this subject) must be exclusively 
im Congress.” If a State magistrate interfere, 
by warrant, mittimus, or certificate, or in any 
other way, his act is without authority, for the 
State Legislature, being excluded from all pow- 
er to legislate in aid of the claim of the slave- 
holder to a fugitive from service, can invest no 
officer with authority to.try this claim, or en- 
force it—and by the decision of the Supreme 
Court, quoted above, “Congress had no power 
to vest State officers as such with such privi- 
leges.” This act then is entirely gratuitous, 
without warrant, without reason, without force 
—against Humanity, to the dikgrace of his ju- 
dicial character, and in conflict with the duties 
he owes to the community which elected him, 
to administer the laws of the State, not to vol- 
unteer his aid to the slave¢ateher. 

What then are we to think of Mark P. Taylor, 
the magistrate in Cincinnati, and Davidson, the 
constable, who officially interfered to do what 
no law required of them, what they had no war- 
rant to do,—to aid one man in fastening chains 
upon another man, guilty of no crime, but that 
of being helpless? 

Ought such men to be tolerated by a christian 
community? We do not ask these men to aid 
the cause of freedom—they scarcely know 
what that means;—we do not desire them to 
violate any obligations imposed upon them by 
the law or the constitution; all we ask is, that 
they forbear to prostitute themselves, under 
color of official duty, toa work, which meanness 
itself should blush to undertake.

Snow Storm in the East. 

The snow storm in New-York must have been 
tremendous. There has been a failure in the 
mails from that point, and from New-England, 
for three days in succession. The Journal of 


Commerce of last Thursday, says :— 

“With the exception of the mail duc on 
Tuesday evening, which arrived last evening 
from Albany, no mail has been received at the 


New-York post office from beyond the distance |’ 


of a few miles since Tuesday morning. ‘The 
enormous masses of snow on the railroads can- 
not be removed in a moment. On common 
roads the case is not much better. 

“The two o’clock train left Jersey City on 
Tuesday afternoon with three engines, and, 
after six or seven hours of great effort succeed- 
ed in reaching the summit in the deep cut 
through Bergen Hill, (between two and three 
miles,) when further progress was prevented by 
a mass of snow ten feet deep. A few of the 
passengers were resolute enough to trudge back 
through the storm, but nearly.a hundred re- 
mained in the cars all night, and in the morn- 
ing a breakfast was sent up to them from the 
depot. By noon, or a little after, the track was 
cleared to Newark. 

“The depth of snow in this city, on an aver- 
age, we think is not less thantwenty inches.— 
The carriage-way of several of the narrower 
streets is impassable, on account of the accu- 
mulation of snow, (thrown partly from the side- 
walks,) three, four, and five feet in depth, ter- 
minating in an abrupt bank on both sides.— 
Probably fifty thousand men and boys were en- 
gaged yesterday morning in cleaning the side- 
walks. It was decidedly a busy scene.”

Fhe Fugitive. 

In one of the southern counties of Kentucky, 
there lived a gentleman of large property, 
which consisted chiefly of land and slaves. He 
was, what is called in the South, a kind mas- 
ter; that is, he gave his a gd enough coarse 
food and clothes to keep them in good working 
condition, and he had been known to dismiss 
several overseers for extreme cruelty. | The 
house servants were allowed some privileges, 
which were thought quite unsuited to their 
condition, by the neighbors, who feared the ef- 
fect of this example upon their own slaves. 

Among those who profited most by this un- 
usual kindness, was a young man of twenty— 
a smart, active, intelligent fellow, good na- 
tured and kind-hearted. He was a dining- 
room servant, and, while waiting at table, had 
frequent opportunities of hearing his master's 
guests converse on useful and interesting 
topics. He was particularly anxious to gain 
all the knowledge of the country that he pos- 
sibly could, and he se heard remarks 
that were not intended for his ear, of the pros- 
perity and happiness of the neighboring free 
States. .He soon learned that those slaves 
who had the courage to free themselves from 
‘bondage, might find a home, and friends, in 
the North, and freedom and security, on Brit- 
ish soil, that are denied them in their native 
land. 

For more than a year after-he first enter- 
tained the project of freeing himself, he could 
not determine to put it into execution. His old 
mother, who fondly loved him, would be almost 
heart-broken, not so much for the.loss of her 
child, as that he should disgrace himself by 
running away, for she belonged to that class of 
poor creatures who are taught by their masters 

‘and mistresses, ‘that there is no disgrace so 
dreadful as that of being branded as a runaway. 
Besides, there was another tie that bound Jack 
to his home. This was his master’s son, young 
Henry Morton, a bright, beautiful boy of four- 
teen. Hiskindness of heart and gentle dispo- 
sition rendered him an universal favorite, and 
to none was he more dear than to Jack. On 
many a bright summer day he had carricd lit- 
tle Henry on his shoulders to the creck, where 
he taught him‘how to sail his boat, or to the

His father’s first emotion was that of anger, 
that his childshould dare dispute his will, buta 
moment’s reflection and the firm but respectful 
manner of Henry, convinced him that the boy 
acted from a conviction of duty. And althoug 
he believed him to be in error, he wisely de- 
cided that this was not the -proper time to con- 
vince him of it. He therefore mildly said to 
him, “Henry, shall not attempt to force you 
to do what you think would be wrong, and this 
is not a proper time to decide whether you have 
acted wisely or not. We will talk the matter 
over another time... Meantime get your supper, 
you must be wearied with your long walk. 
Years passed—Henry Morton, now a fine 
young man, set out on a tour to the North.— 
While at the Falls of Niagara, he went with a 
small party of friends on a short excursion 1n a

Tempted by the balmy reshness of the air, 
they had elwidly eocooded so far that they 
could scarcely hope to get home before night 
set in. The sun was already sinking behind 
the dark forest.

could not become a good and useful citizen, 
should be so very hurtful to poor Jack. He had 
not yet learned either from false philosophy or 

rejudice, the inferiority of the colored race.— 
Fe felt that Jack was in no respect his inferior 
in natural gifts. He had as much shrewdness 
and address as any boy he knew, and his love 
of knowledge often taxed his own acquirements 
tothe utmost. His father took great pains to 
teach him that, that could only be hurtful to 
Jack which would benefit him. But Henry was 
very dull and slow to believe that any good 
reason existed why Jack should not learn as 
well as himself, if he had the capacity. Care 
was taken thenceforth to separate Henry and 
his favorite, as much as possible. 

Jack was soon convinced that he had no pros- 
pect of bettering his condition in slavery, and 
he resolved to escape as soon as possible. He 
told no one, not even his mother, of his pur- 
pose, His plans were skillfully laid and prom- 
ised success. 

One bright morning, about the middle of 
winter, Jack was missing. It was, at first, sup- 
posed that he had gone without leave to visit, 
on some of the neighboring plantations; but 
when on closer search it was discovered that 
he had taken his ¢lothés and some trifics given 
him by Henry, there could be no further doubt 
that he had.ran off. The neigh bors were soon 
assembicd, and menon horseback, with dogs 
and guns, set out in pursuit of the een 
Jack had foreseen that they Would confine their 
search chiefly to the rodds leading North, and he 
wisely determined to secrete himself for a few 
days, not far from home, until the heat of the 
chase should be over. He supplied himself 
with a good stock of provisions, for several 
days, me had courage and contrivance to rely 
upon for future supplies. 

On the second day of his absence, Henry 
set out with his dog and gun for a day’s sport.— 
No one suspected that Jack still lingered in the 
neighborhood; and Henry much as he loved 
him, moat fervently hoped that he was alone in 
the woods. The brown leaves rustled beneath 
his light step, and the keen air whistled among 
the naked branches of the tress.
